Trenton. N. J., May 24.— President 
T aft opened his campaign for New 
Je rse y ’s twenty -eight delegates to the 
Chicago convention before a crowd of 
5.000 at Camden, talked before another 
big audience at Burlington, and then 
jum ped to Trenton, where he made his 
appeal to an audience that filled the 
big armory . 
It was estim ated that 
8.000 persons listened to the president 
here and many were turned away . 
In all his speeches the president 
continued to ask for support solely on 
the record of the adm inistration and 
the danger to constitutional govern­ 
m ent lurking in the Roosevelt candi­ 
dacy . 
As in Massachusetts, Mary land 
and Ohio, he gave specific instances of 
how Roosevelt had m isrepresented his 
w ritten and spoken words but his crit­ 
icism of the colonel was noticeably 
le s s personal than it was in the Ohio 
fight. 
W hile the president’s friends speak 
In the highest terms of the courage 
and cheerfulness shown by him in 
the face of most discouraging develop­ 
ments. those who have followed Mr. 
Taft in hi3 pre-convention campaign 
could not help noticing that the strain 
of the contest is beginning to tell on 
him. 
The president spoke with less 
vigor than he did in the fight In his 
home state, and he seemed at times to 
be dispirited. 
His friends say that 
the character of the present campaign 
weighs more heavily on his spirits 
than his own political fortunes. 
The 
necessity that has compelled Mr. Taft 
to break the tradition of more than a 
century and trail the dignity of the 
presidency through a stum ping tour is 
what grieves Mr. Taft mcst. 
To his admirers, however, the pres 
ident still ex presses confidence in the 
outcome of the Chicago convention 
and insists on carry ing the fight to the 
end. 
He is even considering the ad 
visability of going to South Dakota
